NEW FRENCH COURSE FOR CABLE TELEVISION OFFERED 


A new beginners’ French course, produced by Sir George Williams University's 
Centre for Instructional Technology, will soon be available to the Montreal 
public through cable television. The innovation will also permit Sir George 
Williams students to follow the course for academic credit at home. 


Starting September 15 the programs are scheduled for 7 and 8.30 a.m. and 
10.30 p.m. each Tuesday and Thursday. The 52 half-hour programs, which will 
be aired over a 26 week period, concentrate on basic pronunciation and 


language skills as well as introductory vocabulary. 


The programs were produced in a television studio where five selected 

beginner students were videotaped while they followed the course. Each pro- 
gram contains a lesson sequence of the five students and teacher followed by 
slides for audio-visual exercises in which the television audience participates. 
The program then closes with another lesson. 
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In charge of the production were Professor Gilbert Taggart, a specialist in 
modern teaching methods in French and CIT producer Gaston Sarault who was 
formerly producer of the Department of Education's adult education television 
project, Tevec, in the Lac St. Jean area.
